Company Official Sees 


'Power Failure of 


Both Engines' 


Cleveland—(J)—W. A. Patterson, 


president of United Air lines, said 
today that the twin-motored airlin- 
er which dove into a suburban ra- 
vine last night, killing 10 persons, 
suffered "simultaneous power fail- 
ure of both engines," just before the 
crash. 


Patterson said an investigation of 


the wreckage, only 8 miles from 
Cleveland airport where the plane 
was scheduled to land, showed that 
"neither of the two engines was in 
operation at the moment of the im- 
pact." 


"It is pertinent." Patterson said, 


"that in United's flying experience 
of many millions of miles 
with 


twin-engined airplanes which are 
capable of sustained flight with one 
of the two engines, this is the first 
time the company has experienced 
what appears to be simultaneous 
power failure of both engines. 


"Evidence furnished 
by an ex- 


perienced witness in the person of 
the airport control tower operator 
and others strongly indicates that 
fire occurred after rather than be- 
fore the impact." 


The two pilots, the 
stewardess 


and all seven passengers died as 
flames leapt at the wreckage of the 
United Air Lines ship, bound from 
Newark to Chicago via Cleveland. 


Among the passengers was John 


Brostucn, Republican state chair- 
man of North Dakota, who was re- 
turning to his Alexander, N. D., 
home from a Washington confer- 
ence with his state's senators. 


The plane, flying under a clear 


sky, swooped toward earth within 
sight of Cleveland airport. 


It clipped 
off the tops of trees 


two feet thick and plunged into a 
natural grave in the wooded gully. 


One of the motors was sheared off 


and left atop a side of the gully, 25 
feet from 
the plane itself, which 


landed in a mass of wild grape 
vines. 
A wing- was left 75 feet 


from the two trees it clipped off. 


Fight Fire for Hours 


Firemen in suburban 
Indepen- 


dence village, where the crash oc- 
curred, battled the flames for sev- 
eral hours and dug into the smoke- 
topped debris for the bodies, from 
which the clothes had been burned 
almost entirely off. 


Then department of commerce in- 


spectors searched the wreckage for 
some clue that might throw light -on 
the cause of the crash. 


United Air Lines listed the dead, 


besides Brostuen, as: 


L. Arthur Doty, 42, of Watertown, 


Mass., who was enroute to Chicago 
to attend funeral services for his 
brother Harold, who had died only 
a few hours before. The crash vic- 
tim was a district credit manager 
for the Texaco Oil company.

Fire Follows Crash

lower.

til the impact," Berry said.

Democratic Leader Barkley pre- 


dicted the additional funds would 
receive senate approval. 


Pope, one of the authors of the 


crop control law. said processing 
taxes could be imposed to yield 
about $300,000,000 a year for two 
years, thus reimbursing the treas- 
| ury for this year's extra benefit 
payments and providing 
further 


payments of about $200,000,000 each 
for 1939 and 1940. After the two- 
year period, he said, the processing 
tax rates could be lowered to the 
point at which revenue would equal 
benefit payments. 


Would Raise Sum 


Pope sought unsuccessfully to at- 


tach a system of processing levies to 
the recently-approved tax revision 
bill. President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Wallace have contended that if 
farm benefits should exceed the 
$500,000,000 
previously 
approved, 


congress should raise additional 
revenue to meet them. 


There was some senate sentiment 


for increasing the proposed $212,- 
000,000 fund. Senator Frazier (R-N.- 
D.) contended it should be doubled, 
and other senators wanted to ex- 
tend the benefits to tobacco and rice 
growers. In its present form, the 
amendment provides for payments 
only to wheat, cotton and 
corn 


farmers. 


Continue Debate 


The senate continued debate on 


the relief measure today. Senator 
Adams (D-Colo.), floor manager of 
the measure, said he expected a fi- 
nal vote tomorrow. 
1 Administration forces lined up in 
an effort to defeat a proposal to re- 
strict government financing of util- 
ity projects.

of northern Democrats and Repub- 
licans, encountered last-ditch oppo- 
sition today from southern senators. 


Senator Barkley (D-Ky.), the ad- 


ministration leader, said he would 
seek to have a senate-house com- 
mittee appointed at once in an ef- 
fort to work out a compromise be- 
tween the hoube bill and the ver- 
sion passed by the senate last July. 


There were indications, however, 


that senate foes of the inflexible 
labor standards in the house meas- 
ure would try to route it back to 
the senate labor committee. Sena- 
tor Thomas (D-Utah), chairman of 
that group, has contended the leg- 
islation should establish variations 
in wages between the north and the 
south or between industries where 
conditions warrant. 


Smashing Victory 


Although there has been no defi- 


nite threat of a senate filibuster, 
opponents made no secret of their 
hope that imminent adjournment 
would prevent agreement on any 
wage-hour bill. 


Proponents of the legislation scor- 


ed a smashing victory in the house 
last night, shoving the measure to 
final passage by a vote of 314 to 97 
just about a year after the original 
version reached congress. 


Forty-six Republicans joined 256 


Democrats. 7 Progressives, and 5 
Farmer-Laborites in favoring the 
bill. Opposing it were 56 Democrats 
and 41 Republicans.

or abolished insofar as liquor traf- 
fic is concerned. This means that 
the state of New York, for example, 
can put up an embargo on liquor 
manufactured in New Jersey or 
Ohio and. yet permit its own resi- 
dents to buy liquor manufactured 
in New York state. In other words, 
far from affecting the question of 
a state's desire to be wet or dry, as 
the case may be. a state may dis- 
criminate against 
another state's 


products and favor its own. 
Foreign Liquor 


There is a larger question involv- 


ed. It is whether New York state 
could ban all liquor from Europe 
and insist that its citizens buy only 
the home-made products. 
On its 


face,' it would seem that this di- 
rectly conflicts with an article in 
the constitution which "says that no 
state may levy a tax or import du- 
ty, or put up any barrier against 
importation of goods. This is true 
with respect to ail articles of com- 
merce except liquor, which now, 
being covered by the Twenty-first 
amendment, is apparently, in the 
judgment of the supreme court, to 
be treated wholly by the Twenty- 
first amendment. 


In other words, it would seem 


that an amendment- covering im- 
portation of a particular article of 
commerce, specifically named in a 
constitutional 
amendment, super- 


sedes all other parts of the consti- 
tution relation to commerce or 
business. Justice Brandeis, in de- 
livering the opinion of the supreme 
court this week upholding a Minne- 
sota law, which barred importa- 
tions from other states under cer- 
tain conditions, said: 


Joseph Triner corporation insists 


that the statute is unconstitutional 
because it permits unreasonable 
discrimination between imported 
brands. That, the registered brands 
of other foreign manufacturers may 
be imported while its unregistered 
brands may not be, although 'iden- 
tical in kind, ingredient, and qual- 
ity.' We are asked to limit the pow- 
er conferred by the 
amendment 


(twenty-first) so that only those 
importations may be 
forbidden 


which, in the opinion of the court, 
violate a reasonable regulation of 
the liquor traffic. To do so would, 
as stated in the Young's market 
case, 'involve not a construction of 
the amendment but a rewriting of 
it.' " 


Toung's Case 


What Mr. Brandeis referred to as 


the "Young's market case" was a 
decision of the supreme court of the 
United States a year ago upholding 
a California law which discriminat- 
ed as between products made in- 
side and outside the state, a law 
which has since been repealed. The 
principle enunciated in the Califor- 
nia case wiped out not only the 
commerce clause, but the so-called 
equal protection clause, known as 
the Fourteenth amendment. It had 
been believed, however, that, when 
the supreme court got a 
clearer 


case of discrimination, it might 
amplify or 
even 
reverse 
the 


Young's market case. Reiteration of 
the principle now must mean that, 
so far as constitutional law is con- 
cerned, the Twenty-first amend- 
ment is paramount and that no oth- 
er parts of the constitution relating 
to commerce any longer have valid- 
ity. Each of the 48 states, therefore, 
can do as it pleases about the li- 
quor traffic within its own state as 
well as with respect to importa- 
tions from the outside, including 
from other states and doubtless 
from other countries. A state can 
stop all sales, taking unto itself a 
monopoly of the liquor business, or 
a state can say that only certain fa- 
vored brands may enter and thus 
exact a privilege fee from one set 
of manufacturers as against anoth- 
er, causing one company to bid 
against another for the selling priv- 
ileges, or a state may bar foreign 
products altogether, or allow the 
products of Canada to enter and 
not those of France, as the state 
may wish. 


Duties On Liquor 


Could a state impose a duly or 


some other form of revenue-getting 
machinery and would a state then 
run afoul of the clause in the con- 
stitution which says that no state 


can levy "dulies against foreign pro- 
ducts? Clearly, no state can do this 
on any other article of commerce, 
but there will be many who will 
now 'assert that a state can even 
levy duties on foreign liquors be- 
cause the Twenty-first amendment 
gives sole power to a state to make 
any laws it pleases and then to bar 
any importation which conflicts 
with those state laws. If the equal 
protection clause and.the commerce 
clause can be wiped out by 
the 


Twenty-first amendment, so can 
the clause giving congress power to 
regulate imports b= curtailed so 
far as liquor is concerned. 


Some day, either the Twenty- 


first amendment will have to be re- 
written to allow regulations of com- 
merce that apply to other business- 
es to include liquor, or else 
the 


various states will intensify

New- York — Geriatrics is to be 


the great medical practice of the 
future. 


The name comes from a Greek 


word — geron — meaning old man. 
The prediction is from Prof. Hen- 
ry A. Christian, M. D., of Harvard 
Medical School in a report to the 
American College of Physicians. 


Geriatrics is coming, he thinks, 


from a rather contradictory situa- 
tion. More jr?op!e are becoming old- 
er, he says, but old people are not 
living any longer, than before. 


He denies the popular belief that 


the span of life is lengthening. It is 
merely that preventive, medicine 
has permitted more and more peo- 
ple to live until :they are old. 


"Curiously enough," 
he states, 


"statistics indicate that, while old- 
er, people grow more numerous, the 
really old do not increase but even 
seem to decrease." 


More individuals will develop de- 


generative diseases, which arc the 
main causes of illness in the aged, 
and the younger ones among ifcJs 
aged group. Dr. Christian thinks, 
will become increasingly suscepti- 
ble to the degenerative diseases and 
will b2 likely to have them longer.

Fear of a European conflagration is 


temporarily lifted, probably because the 
dictators are not ready. 


It is one thing to make war and an- 


other "to fix the correct time. 
Every 


year as' summer opens in Europe we may 
expect clouds' on the horizon for sum- 
mer is the season for war there. 


The dictators .have acted as though by 


' concerted understanding upon the agree- 


ment that they would go as far as they 
could^ without war. 
This is wise because 


they are not fully prepared. 


War demands tremendous strength, 


great reserves in gold, a sound economic 
condition at home, and patriotic fervor 
•which molds the soldier of high morale. 


The dictators do not command nations 


that fit these specifications. 
They have 


potent and extensive armies. They may 
have the high "patriotic fervor. But they 
haven't the gold and they haven't the 


• sound economic system that is necessary 
to withstand the repeated and prolonged 
shocks of continued battles. 


It will take Italy years to turn Ethiopia 


into cash. But it would be a crime upon 
the part of democracies not to observe 
that Italy is growing stronger every year, 
that the virtues of a dictatorship are mak- 
ing themselves evident in increasing her 
self-sufficiency. 
While we scatter our 


God given advantages to the winds, de- 
stroy our food, pamper our people, and 
make drones out of good men and wom- 
en, Italy reclaims her ancient marshes 
and has actually increased the fertility of 
her soil to such an extent that she is no 
longer dependent upon anyone for her 
wheat. That accomplishment in agricul- 
ture alone is of inestimable value to her. 
Germany, too, has strengthened her posi- 
tion everywhere. The Saar is back, the 
Versailles treaty is buried in the Rhine, 
she has the addition of Austria, her army 
is spic and span, but /she hasn't the 
strength to support it. For her war is ab- 
solutely out of the question and will not 
come unless someone drinks too heavily 
of port wine and loses his head. 


Japan has her hands full, but she is 


winning the war and improving her posi- 
tion, and when it is won and a vast terri- 
tory which, together with Manchukuo, 
should be as valuable potentially as half 
these United States, Nippon will become 
within her zone practically indestructible. 


If affairs in this world continue along 


the present plan and these three nations 
gain strength just as the 
democracies 


dissipate their virility through inept and 
silly policies, the day will arrive when the 
menace greets the morning sun. 


History may record that the democra- 


cies were destroyed by autocracies. 
But 


history will falsify if she says it. 


Democracies always destroy themselves 


by following the easy path that leads to 
weakness and debility while their adver- 
saries are girding for the fray. 


ARCTIC DISCOVERIES 
' * 


Russia brought back from the Arctic 


two things of a wondrous nature. 


It discovered on Wrangle Island, north 


of the easternmost, tip of Siberia, an ex- 
tinct prehistoric elephant weighing four 
tons and which had been there preserved 
in ice for an estimated 20,000 years. \Vhen 
part of it was uncovered its meat was 
fresh enough to entice wolves. The ani- 
mal was found in a standing position with 
head lowered. 
In order to' remove it 


successfully other tons of ice that sur- 
rounded it were taken with it and the 
whole mass crated up in a refrigerated 
box. 


There is only one similar exhibit in ex- 


istence, the Bereskova mammoth discov- 
ered in 1801. The latter too had 10-foot 
tusks and the long hair which Nature gave 
it to protect it from the cold as it roamed 
northern Siberia or the northern part of 
our own continent during the glacial pe- 
riod. 


Lucky were the Soviets to discover 


this historical piece of flesh intact after all 
these centuries. But the mammoth is no 
more rare than another discovery made 
by the Soviet ice floe campers up at. the 
North Pole. They found that Trotskyism 
had extended clear up to the most north- 
ern part of anywhere.

killer's sober spells he showed nothing 
but friendliness toward the deceased. 


In cases of unprovoked murder of this 


sort it is hardly a compliment to the med- 
ical profession that its members are hired 
as soon as the lawyers, sometimes earlier. 
In this Leebove case a well known foren- 
sic physician had an interview of two 
hours with the prisoner and although he 
never had seen the man before, he issued 
the cryptic and solemn announcement that 
the accused was "insane at the time of the 
shooting." 
Of course he will be pro- 


nounced sane at the lime of the trial be- 
cause if insane then a commitment to an 
asylum would be necessary and killers 
like asylums no better than prisons. 


But the frayed defense of insanity, 


and the farce of physicians making an- 
nouncement in keeping w,ith the size of the 
check they receive will continue as an in- 
sult to the intelligence of America just so 
long as the mental calibre of our jurors 
permits them to embrace the sickly 'de- 
fense and then clasp the killer's cold palm 
who compliments them upon their "love 
of justice."

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Whitney's Future Is Not 


Without Some Problems 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLEE 


New York—When Richard Whitney, the fprmer president of the New 


York stock exchange, comes out of Sing Sing prison on parole, not soon- 
er than three years from now, the conditions of his release will be the 
same that are imposed on all other parolees. 


Mr. Whitney will be required to be off the streets and home by half- 


pest nine or ten at night; he will be forbidden to fre- 
quent any place in which liquor is sold: he must shun 
evil companions; he may not drive an automobile, 
md he must obtain formal permission to leave the 
state, or even the city, to play a game of golf or at- 
tend the yacht races. 


Under these restrictions he will find himself unable 


to attend the opera, the horse show or the prize fights 
at Madison Square Garden without overstaying his 
curfew and risking return to Sing Sing as a parole 
violator. 


Regardless of whether any of his old clubs, includ- 


ing the New York Yacht club, are willing to take 
him back, he will not be permitted to visit them. 
Clubs have bars, and the bar of the New York Yacht 
Pegler- 


club is no better than the corner saloon in the view of the parole system. 
For that matter. J. P. Morgan's yacht probably is no better than the cor- 
ner saloon, inasmuch as Mr. Morgan is believed to serve wine with his 
meals. 


Mr. Whitney's old clubs are a bit on the exclusive side and quite choosy 


about their membership, but there 
is one class of men, at least, who 
cannot afford to be seen in them. 


The situation is similar to one 


which developed last winter in the 
social life of Sarasota, Fla, where 
Prince Michael Cantacuzene. late 
aide-de-camp to the commander-in- 
chief of the armies of the czar of all 
the Russias, is employed as over- 
seer of the Palmer interests.

seen in the company of a White 
Russian prince. It might have cost 
him his life before a firing squad in 
Moscow.

Bid Should 
Show Degree 
Of Strength

The measure of a player, espe- 


cially in respect to bidding, is the 
amount of burden he places upon 
his partner. Bidding is precisely 
analogous to conversation. A for- 
eigner. with a very limited English 
vocabulary, can make his main 
ideas understood, 
but when 
it 


comes to conveying his thoughts 
with all the shadings and nuances 
needed to complete a true picture, 
he is at a loss. There also is such 
a thing as a limited bidding vocab- 
ulary. It is by no means sufficient 
for me to tell my partner that I 
have a poor hand, good hand, or 
enormous hand, because there are 
so many degrees in between these 
adjectives that partner's visualiza- 
tion is bound to be vague and un- 
reliable. Consider South's form of 
description in the following case:

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Dangerous to Give Child 


Medicine Not Prescribed 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"I want advice about a question upon which my mother-in-law and I 


have disagreed. My little son. aged three and a half, has been waking up 
every night about two. and crying in fright. I have to go to him and try 
to quiet him; but he usually keeps it up for a couple of hours. My hus- 
band must get his rest, and so must I. if we are to go on working. I gave 
the child a sleeping pill and he slept the night through. My mother-in- 
law got very excited about it and said I should never do such a thing. 
Was it so very wrong? What shall I do when he keeps waking us every 
night? I've tried everything." 


It is dangerous to give sleeping medicine to a child without a doctor's 


order. I would give no medicine to anybody, much less to a child, without 
the doctor's prescription, and I want to know that doctor well before I 
trust him to give that prescription. 


The medicine may be harmless, but you do not know a thing about it. 


It made the child sleep, but you do not know what else it did. It is try- 
ing to be awakened by a frightened child night after night, but one must 
learn the cause of his fright, the reason for his waking, before treating 
him for it. He may not need medicine. If that were so, what a dreadful 
mistake it would be to give him 
any. 


Fears are never easy to uncover, 


but that is what we have to do if 
they are to be cured. Sleeping med- 
icine will not cure fear. Confidence, 
a feeling of security, will cure it. 
Listen to the child as he goes about 
his daily affairs: watch for some 
sign of the fear that bothers him. 
He is not likely to talk about it. 
but you might catch a glimpse of it 
in his play, or in his association 
with people about him. 


Watch how he gets along with 


dogs, strangers, other children, the 
relatives 
and friends who visit. 


Keep him more at home. Take him 
to no movies, no parties, and guard 
his diet. Try to keep him happily 
occupied most of the time. See that 
he plays happily, and does not get 
over-tired. Try to make him feel 
secure m his home and among his 
family. Don't force him to do what 
he fears to do—pat a dog: swim; 
climb high: jump from a height; 
swing high: ride a horse; meet 
strangers. Whatever his particular 
fright may be. it is to be avoided 
for the time. 


Before trying to cure him have a 


physician 
who understands 
and 


likes children, examine him. and 
see him frequently. Talk freely to 


the doctor so he gets a picture of 
the child's life. Don't hide any fact 
he inquires about. He can help only 
when he knows what is wrong. If 
the doctor gives the child medicine, 
very well. His directions should be 
carefully followed. Don't skip any 
appointed hour, and don't add any. 
Do exactly what was ordered. 


Children rarely need medicine 


for their bodies, but they often need 
guidance and consolation for their 
souls. An understanding mother, 
aided by the family physician, the 
family 
clergyman, 
the 
teacher, 


ought to be able to come close to 
providing for that need. Then there 
will be no need for sleeping pills.
